than 48 hours, a helter-skelter 
dash by plane, helicopter and lim- 
ousine into Kentucky, Ohio, Mich- 
igan and Minnesota.

Before he beds down for the 


night, he wilt have made three 
speeches at Covington at' Cincin- 
nati's Fountain Square and at the 
Metropolitan Airport in Detroit.

ing, to Minnesota, winding up with 
a statewide! night telecast) • at

He re- 
turns home Sunday after a noon 
speech in St. Cloud, Minn. 


Kennedy's choice of these par- 


ticular states is no accident. 


Each was fought over bitterly 


during the 190 presidntal cam- 
paign. In the end Kennedy was 
lucky to comcj out with a 2-2 tie, 
He won Michigan and Minnesota^ 
but barely. His Republican oppo- 
nent, Richard1 M, Nixon, carried 
Kentucky and Ohio.

Compromise 
Postal Bill 
Is Passed 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The 


House passed today a compromise 
bill to increase postal rates $600 
million a year and at the same 
time raise salaries of government 
workers $1.05 billion a year in 
two steps. 


House action, delayed on a tech- 


nicality, sent the measure to 
President Kennedy. He has asked 
both the postal rate increase and 
a sweeping revision of the federal1 
salary structure. 


The major provision affecting 


the general public will be an in- 
crease in letter mail rates next 
Jan. 7. First-class letters will re- 
quire a five-cent stamp, airmail 
eight cents and post cards four 
cents—a one-cent increase in each 
instance. These will bring in an 
added $437.8 million a year. 


Other rate increases for news- 


papers, magazines and advertis- 
ing material would be spread 
over three years, starting in Jan- 
uary. 


Pay raises for 1.6 million gov- 


ernment workers would become 
effective with the first pay period 
after Kennedy signs the bill. A 
second increase would take effect 
Jan. 1, 1964.

It is a subtle but significant 


point, and offers a dramatic un- 
dercurrent to the council, first of 
its kind in nearly a century, and 
the only one ever held under 
Rome's auspices to be attended 
by those not in its fold. 


Although the Protestant, Angli- 


can and other "delegate-observ- 
ers" will have no direct voice in 
the decisions, their presence will 
be felt, and their views may ex- 
ercise a latent side effect on the 
proceedings. 


One purpose of the council, says 


Pope John XXIII, is to help "clear 
away some of the roadblocks" to 
Christian reunion. He himself has 
been a prime mover in renewing 
links 
with 
Protestantism 
and 


Easter Orthodoxy. 


"Separated brethren," he calls 


them. 


Although the council intends no 


direct moves for reunion at pres- 
ent, 
the fact that this is a future, 


inherent goal has been a para- 
mount point of public interest in 
the council, both among Catholics 
and others. 


From pulpits of nearly every
